Wahconah Park, which is scheduled to 
undergo a major refurbishing beginning 
in August, will not be available for high 
school football games. until the fall of 
1978, the engineer who is overseeing the 
project told the City Council last night. 

Previously, it had been stated that 


work on the park — primarily a resur-’ 


facing and irrigation project designed to 
end the chronic flooding there — would 
be completed by the summer of 1977, in 
time to permit the return of both base- 
ball and football to the city landmark. by 
next year. | 

However, Robert B. Deloye, the engi- 
neer guiding the $500,000 rehabilitation 
effort, told the Council last night that the 
earlier timetable could not be met. 


City Parks Supt. Vincent J. Hebert 
said this morning that the delay has 
been forced by limitations in the amount 
of money that can be spent on the 
project and the timing of its expenditure. 


Work on the actual field — as opposed 


to the dugouts and fences — is now 
| projected to cost about $325,000. How- 
ever, under the present financing plan, 
which calls for using federal Community 
* Development Act money allocated to the 
Pittsfield Redevelopment Authority, only 
$290,000 is to be ‘spent in the fiscal year 
beginning on July 1, and thus completion 
of the work en the field must be carried 
over into late 1977. 

Nee Hebert said, the $500,000. limi-

tation on the project established by city 
officials requires that when work is com- 
pleted the playing field must be reseeded 
rather than utilizing grassy sod. That 
will delay completion’ of the project, he 
said.

_ City’s Bicentennial Commission 
@ is planning to mint medallion 


The Pittsfield Bicentennial 
Commission has resurrected a 
year-old plan to mint a com- 
memorative medallion honoring 
the observance here of the na- 
tion’s 200th birthday. 

The project, first proposed by 
Sth-grader Jeffrey Perry, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. C. Leonard 
Perry of 57 McKinley Ter., was 
dropped last year because costs 
were too high and prospects for 
its sale consequently were dim- 
med. 3 

But Commission Chairman 
Susan D. Francese said Friday 
that the group located a new 
mint a week ago that will 
charge less to coin the medal- 
lion and will give more favor- 
able credit terms. 

The medallion was designed 
by Edith L. Wilson of Monterey. 
Her plan for the half-dollar-siz- 


‘ed piece was chosen last year 


from more than 100 submis- 
sions, Mrs. Francese said. 

The front, or obverse, side 
shows Parson Thomas Allen at 
the head of a band of Pittsfield 
men massed in Park Square 
preparing their march north to 
the Battle of Bennington in 1777. 

The reverse of the medal 
shows a topographic map of 
Berkshire County and a ‘sketch 


of Morewood School, headquar- 
ters of the city bicentennial 
commission. 

The idea for the medallion 
stemmed from Jeff Perry’s in- 
terest in coins: A collector since 
the age of 9, he has published 
articles in several coin journals, 


including one piece on what the . 


U.S. Mint is doing to com- 
memorate the bicentennial. 

In the fall of: 1974, Perry ap- 
proached the city bicentennial 
group with his idea for a Pitts- 
field medal.. The commission 
liked it, contacted several mints 
and- decided that it didn’t have 
the financial resources to put 
the project together. 

Mrs. Francese said. that -she 
learned about the V.H. Black- 
ington Co: of Attleboro Falls on 
seeing a medal that the firm 
struck for Bennington, Vt. 

The firm offered to prepare 
the die for the medal for 
approximately $800 — $200 be- 
low what other mints. bid last 
year — and said the commis- 
sion could wait to pay for the 
medals until 30 days after the 
they are delivered. 

The medal will be struck in 
two different metals. Five hun- 
dred sterling silver pieces will 
be consecutively numbered and 
sold for $15 each. Another 2,000 
bronze pieces, unnumbered, will 
be sold for $3 each.

Parks Supt. Vincent J. Hebert, who 
does the Park Department summer hir- 
ing “‘with the permission of the board,”’ 
Said that Dr. Kirvin’s son and Fraser’s 
son, who have both worked for the de- 
partment four or five summers. now, 
have been ‘‘darn good” workers. 

In fact, there has never been any accu- 
sation that the children of any men Do- 
belle criticized two years ago were not 
carrying their weight. 

Three city departments hire summer 
help. Parks has 122 full-time and 53 part- 
time positions — seven as laborers and 
the rest in recreation and parks pro- 
grams. Public Works has 12 laborers’ po- 
sitions and Traffic has three laborers’ 
positions, both cut back slightly from 
previous years. 

Dohelle relied on persuasion to try to 
resolve what he saw as problems in Park 
Department hiring. But for the 22 labor- 
ers’ jobs spread throughout the three de- 
partments, Dobelle attempted to elimi- 
nate any hint of favoritism by putting 
the jobs under Civil Service. The labor- 
ers’ jobs pay $3.50 an hour, compared to 
the $2.30 an hour for atypical park job. 

Civil Service establishes eligibility lists 
for appointments. The Civil Service at- 
tempt got bogged down in confusion and 
eventually fell apart. What happened 
was that students applying for Civil Ser- 
vice status ended up on a list that al- 
ready contained the names of several 
hundred adults who were looking for per- 
manent jobs. As a result, the students 
landed at the bottom of the list, and that 
meant they were ineligible for appoint- 
‘ment to the 22 summer jobs. 

The Dobelle administration at that 
time said that the jobs should go to 
adults who needed work. Dobelle and 
Mrs.. Jackman viewed the number of 
adults on the list as asign of the times. 

Then on June 15 Dobetle modified his

One reason for his shift was that the 
state legislature had just passed a law 
excluding temporary summer jobs from 
Civil Service. And some city officials 
suggested there may have been other 
reasons: as well. Among those was the 
amount of flak Dobelle had been receiv- 
ing from people whose youngsters ex- 
pected city laborer’s jobs but weren’t go- 
ing to get them because of the Civil Ser- 
vice approach. At least one friend pub- 
licly snubbed Dobelle because of the situ- 
ation. One city official said that the 
problem would have been resolved had a 
special list for summer jobs been set up. 
That same official said that many adults 
on the list did not really want the tempo- 
rary summer work. 

In hiring his 12 summer laborers, Public 
Works Commissioner Ger- 
ald S. Doyle selected four non-students 
from the top of the Civil Service list and 
appointed eight college students — six of 
whom worked for him last year — to the 
other slots. 

Doyle, who makes out report cards on 
the performance of his summer workers, 
said he takes young men who ‘‘could use 
the money’’ to help with their college 
education and who have done a good job 
with his department in the past. 

Of the three summer laborers hired by 
Samuel Slack, the city traffic engineer, 
two were college students and one was 
from the Civil Service list. 

Parks Supt. Hebert said he didn’t hire 
his seven summer laborers from the Civ- 
il Service list because the list had been 
superseded by a change in the law. 

Hired by Doyle from the Civil Service 
list were Richard Bartolomei, Charles 
Furey, Richard Russo and Jan Villa- 
nova. Students hired by Doyle were Josh 
Salzman, Tim Connor, Michael Monti, 
Charles Custer, James Curley, and Mi- 
chael Villanova, Stephen Sweener and 
Tom Donaldson. Sweener and Donaldson 
were new this year. 

Hired by Slack from the Civil Service 
list was Enrico Carnivale. He also hired 
David Boivin and Paul Markessinis. 

Hired by Hebert were Alan Bianchi, 
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well 
councilman. Arlos’s son worked for the 
city again last year but did not take a 
job this summer. Fraser’s son, one of 
the few who gained Civil Service status 
several years ago — Kirvin’s son was 
another — is still a summer laborer. 

There have been indications, however, 
that Dobelle has taken a more relaxed 
stance on the issue. Last summer and 
again this summer he has not renewed. 
his attack of 1974. Dobelle was never 
able to convince most officials here that 
he was right. 

Some city officials still argue that 
their children or those of councilmen, 
should be entitled to summer work with 
the city, almost as a fringe benefit. They 
say that there would be no question 
about the practice if they worked in pri-

In a surprise move Sept. 8,

But the Committee finally 
agreed to Taconic, Singer said, 
because of the lateness in the 
season and the feeling that lim- 
iting that field to high 
school use would be the best so- 
lution for this year.

Council unit backs controversial contracts: 
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seeks to remove ¢ from union membership

The City Council’s Finance Committee 
last night gave its blessing to contracts 
with three municipal unions but decided 
to try to remove seven management-lev- 
el employes from union membership. 

Asst. City Solicitor Francis X. Spina, 


who has been part of the city’s negotiat-. 


ing team, agreed to file petitions with 
the state Labor Relations Commission to 
eliminate them from union eligibility: 

Council President Paul E. Brindle last 
week and again last night contended that 
seven people covered by these pacts are 
top management and should not be en- 
titled to union representation. 

Brindle argued that only about 14 man- 
agement employes in municipal govern- 
ment remain uncovered by unions. This 
is a situation, he said, that no private 
firm would tolerate because it would not 
be able to operate with a unionized man- 
agement. Brindle contends it would di- 
vide their loyalties, rob them of in- 
centive and lead to government’ in- 
efficiency. 

The seven workers Brindle objects to 
having in the union are City Engineer 
Samuel Slack, Principal Planner David 
E. Hathaway, Data Processing Manager 
George A. Howes, Council on Aging Ex- 
ecutive Isabel Parker Madison, Park 
Supt. Vincent J. Hebert, Water Engineer 
Lewis A. Newbill and Asst. Auditor Rob- 
ert Peck.

Constitution, being an essentially. lib- 
ertarian document, permits a great 
many ordinances which -the city 
would be fgolish to adopt. 

It is one thing to say (as Pittsfield, 

already does) that policemen and 
firemen, whose duties require them} 
to be on call at any time, should live:

posts. It is quite another to say that 
teachers and other employes who 
gre never required to perform emer- 
gency duty should be forbidden to:

The fact is that the city makes: no 
money on the average small home- 
owner. A typical wage earner with 
several children in the school system 
pays considerably less in taxes than 
he gets back in municipal services. 
The family that lives beyond the city 
limits but does most of its shopping 
in Pittsfield is an economic asset to 
the city, not a liability. 

One of the things that helps make 
working in Pittsfield attractive to so 
many first-rate people 1s the fact 
that one can live in a rural or small- 
town setting and still be only a few 
minutes from one’s job.

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Mayor Evan S. Dobelle last night un- | 
veiled his budget for the upcoming fiscal | 
year. It calls for a $33.9 million spending | 


level, 10 per-cent higher than the $30.7 
million budget approved a year ago. 


The document has been cut drastically, | 


according to the mayor, but is still so 
high it could ‘‘conceivably” mean an $8 
to $10 boost in the tax rate. Dobelle gave 
the tax rise estimate yesterday morning. 


For the average taxpayer, one with a | 
house assessed at. $15,000, that would | 
mean an increase of from $120 to $150 in | 


the real estate tax for the year that runs 
from July 1 to June 30, 1977. 


Dobelle, however, held out hope that | 


the tax impact would not be that severe. 

The budget Dobelle has proposed rep- 
resents a 10 per cent increase over the 
amount actually appropriated by the City 
Council a year ago. 

The Council now has 45 days to review 
the budget and make cuts. It cannot 
make additions. 

Council President Paul £. Brindle, af- 


ter conferring with Dobelle, said he will | 
call three public budget hearings in the | 


three junior high schools. 
There are areas in the budget that 


could be cut, Brindle said. He estimated | 


that there is- $450,000 for roadwork, for 
instance. In view of the potentially high

Fiseal managers and budget-setting 
boards in- towns, cities and regional 
school districts want to know if a new 
unemployment compensation law -cov- 
ering public employes will cost them 
substantial sums of money next year. 

Some city, town and-state officials say 
that it won?t, as long as they make the 
right choice among options open to them. 

Pittsfield City Auditor Nicholas J. Sar- 
ro said that under one of the options, it 
would cost Pittsfield $324,000. in fiscal 
1978, ora little more than $1 on the tax 
rate. 

Lenox Selectman George RK. Lagarce 
at a meeting last night estimated the 
same option could cost Lenox $45,000, or, 
roughly speaking, 70 cents on the town 
tax rate. | 

But Sarro and Lagarce both said the 


gible sum if they choose to let the state 
pay jobless claims then reimburse the 
state afterward. 


The issue of unemployment com- 
pensation for public employes, a rela- 
tively new concept, comes because of 
passage of the federal law, 94-566, which 
mandates the extension of unemploy- 
ment compensation to state and local 
public employes, including school person- 
nel. 

According to information from the 
state Department of Labor and. In- 
dustries and from the Massachusetts As- 
sociation of School Committees, the law 
goes into éffect Jan. 1, which is Satur- 
day. But state’and municipal employers 
will not have to make jobless payments 
until Jan..1, 1978, one year from now. 

That is because the law gives state and 


local governments a year to adopt paral- 
lel legislation and appropriate money.

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Each public employer is given the 
choice of reimbursing the state 
unemployment compensation fund for ac- 
tual cost of benefits paid to eligible em- 
ployes, or of paying contributions based 
on the taxable wages of each employe, 
according to Paul H. Gorden, assistant 
executive director of the association. 

He said the association is recommend- 
ing that local governments choose the 
first option — reimbursing the state for | 
actual costs — because the costs would | 
be far less than under a contributory | 
system. | 

Under a contributory system, govern- 
ments would have to pay 3 per cent of | 
the first $6,000 of each employe’s annual | 
wage.

«Springfield spurted to four firsts and a sec- 

ond place in a vital string three-quarters 
through The Union’s 17th Invitational swim- 
ming meet Monday, then withstood a furious 
rally by Northampton to stave off the challeng- 
ers, 222-215, at Springfield College’s Linkletter 
Natatorium. 

The Home City forces had almost no 
breathing’ room in this one until Daniel 
Warner won the 25-yard backstroke for 10 and 
under: boys to launch his team’s winning bid. 
Joanna Stoeber, Kathy Wiezbicki and Jeff Kerr 
each picketd up six points and Eric Stroshine 


four to shoot Springfield from a 132-all tie to a 


160-145 bulge. 

After Linda Hermance took a third, power- 
ful-Jeff Glaser got his squad back on the right 
traek again by winning the 100-yard backstroke 
for 15-18 boys, and it was Springfield, 168-153. 

Northampton, the only team ever to break 
Springfield’s domination in this meet, refused 
to give up, however, and fought back to a 208- 
201 deficit: That left the two freestyle relays 
and if meant Springfield would have had to col- 
lapse completely to lose. 


This the city team didn’t do. Northampton 
boys took the first relay in record time of 1:46.-

The teams knocked about for 
26 innings that first day of July 
1859, a process that took about 
3%2 hours..A_‘‘home knock”’ by 
an Amherst stalwart in the last 
inning buoyed the squad to a 12- 
tally rally, which permitted Am- 
herst to shoot past the 65-tally 
minimum. Williams, defeated 
73-32, moped off the field.

illiams gets revenge for 1859 


Capacity crowd sees Amherst lose by one tally 


By Ralph E. Brown 


In an exuberant affair that players and 


umpires appeared to enjoy even more 
than the 2,000 fans that filled Wahconah 
Park, Williams. College *‘knocked’’ itself 
to a 13-12 victory over Amherst College 
Saturday afternoon to capture the crown 
it lost 117 years ago in baseball’s first 
college game. 

“Excellent, excellent,” trumpeted a 
delighted Jim Baldwin, captain of the 
moustachioed Williams squad. ‘‘It’s been 
a long time coming.” 

“We needed some of those old-timers, ’’ 
lamented Pete McNitt, one of the Am- 
herst captains, referring to the original 
team of Amherst stalwarts that on a 
summer day in 1859 drubbed Williams 
73-32 to win the first intercollegiate base- 
ball game in the sport’s history. 

“But wait until 2076,” McNitt added. 


Saturday’s affair, launched with the 11 
a.m. dedication of a plaque com- 
memorating the first game and a noon 
parade from Park Square to Wahconah 
Park, was a bicentennial re-creation of 
the 1859 match. But it carried a sense of 
humor and drama all its own.

Using an archaic set of rules that gov- 
erned the original match, players Satur- 
day quickly discovered that the absence 
of provisions for foul balls meant that 
‘‘strikers,”’ or batters, could hit the ball 
in any direction they chose. 

Although many of the ‘“‘knocks” — hits 
— that strikers managed to obtain trav- 
eled conventional: routes to the infield or 
outfield, others sailed back behind or to 


the side of the conventional field of play. 


‘Because =» the.  ‘‘Massachusetts Rules’ 


being observed contained no reference to 
foul balls, anywhere the ball went was 
fair territory. 


One of the early “home kKnocks,”’ in 
fact, flew over the fence behind the Wil- 
liams bench near the third-base line. 


The old rules also prompted a different 
relationship between, ‘‘thrower”’ and stri- 
ker from that of today. There were no 
strict references to the number of “‘toss- 
es” that each thrower was obliged to 
provide for strikers. ; 


Referees, dapper in silk top hats and 
tails, were to start calling strikes only if 
the striker appeared. to be intentionally 
not swinging at good pitches — and then, 
only .after the striker was warned that 
strikes would be called. 

Several of Saturday’s strikers, as de- 


termined as the rest of the authentically 
garbed cast of actors to robustly fulfill 
the 19th-century role assigned to them, 
used a fair sense of historic — or dra- 
matic — license to demonstrate how dif- 
ferent the relationship was from today. 

They complained loudly to the referees 
that several of the throwers’ tosses we- 
ren’t good enough to warrant striking at. 
And the referees, in turn, obligingly 
passed the complaints to the throwers, 
who, apparently chagrined by the public 
chastisement, improved their perform- 
ance. 

If the pitching duels of 20th-century 
baseball weren’t present, the cliff-hang- 
ing drama of a bases-loaded ninth inning 
was.

The beavers wouldn't have 
time in another place to build a house 

_ and store food for the winter, and they’d 
die.” 

Winston E. Saville, district wildlife 
manager. confirmed the statement and 
said the live trapping of beaver is only 
carried out from May to mid-September. 

Besides causing the flooding, the bea- 
vers had chewed down some large trees 

in the park and were constantly trying to 
dam up the spillway on the upper pond. 
‘We have only one worker out there,”’ 
Controy said, ‘‘and he can’t keep up with 
the beavers and the other work, too.” 

If the beavers had succeeded in dam- 
ming the upper spillway, Bailey con- 
tended, the resultant rise in water level 
would have posed a threat to the earth 
dam in which the spillway is located. 


In response to a previous Airport Com- 
mission appeal, said Controy, he and an 
electrician had raised the cable and 
junction boxes on a power line through 
the upper pond so that water from an 
older beaver dam wouldn’t cover them. 


He said he had done it to avoid break- | 
ing up the beaver dam. 


Saville said the Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife ‘‘can’t deny a permit to control an 
animal problem on someone’s own land. 

The killing permit was issued under 
Section 37 of Chapter 131 of the General 
Laws, which allows, destruction of birds 
and mammals found to be damaging 
property of the person or agency seekin a\

The pond is created by a man- 
made dam erected in the course 
of a. five-year development 
project under federal and local 
matching funds. But most of the 
pond is outside the Wild Acres 
boundary, Controy said, and 
much of it on property of the 
adjacent Pittsfield Airport. 

Wild Acres is a 70-acre tract 
off South Mountain Road. 

The beaver kill was reported 
Friday by some residents who 
live in the area. Some of them 
thought it was illegal to shoot 
beaver, which it is except under 
special state permit like the one 
issued to the commission. The 
state can give such permits to 
abate wildlife nuisances. 


Seen as nuisance 


And beavers, ironically, are 
generating nuisance complaints 
in sections of Western Mas- 
sachusetts, according ‘to James 
Cardoza, a game biologist for 
the DFW in Westboro. 

‘We do get a good number of 
complaints,’’ he said, ‘from 
for example, when 
beavers dam a brook and it 
floods cropland or a road.”’ 

The state has an active live- 
trapping project in the summer 
months, he said, ‘‘but it’s get- 
ting now where .there aren’t 
many places to transfer them. 
Usually, we can’t find in- 
stitutions, like zoos, that are 
willing to take them. They’re 
becoming common.”’

Trapping allowed 


One of the main controls on 
beaver today is trapping, said 
Sanborn and Cardoza. In Berk- 
shire County last year, 356 bea- 
vers were trapped and skinned 
for their fur.

There has even been trapping 
around the beaver lodges just 
outside the Wild Acres boundary 
in recent years, said Controy.

“If the beavers find the open- 
ing, they’ll plug it up along with 
everything else,’ he said. He 
said beavers at Pleasant Valley 
found and plugged a_ bypass 
pipe in one of that sanctuary’s 
ponds. ‘‘I’d clean it out and 
they’d fill it back up.”’

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Lucchesi didn’t believe in the 
system used by: Ted Williams, 
Whitey Herzog and Billy Mar- 
tin, his three predecessors who 
used Grieve only against left- 
handed pitchers. Grieve 
struggled at the beginning of his 
routine against right-handed 
pitchers. But he finished last 
season hitting .306 in his last 39 
games against right-handers, 
vindicating Lucchesi from his 
critics, proving the folly of the

He finished the season with 
his most productive big-league 
statistics.

schedule Tuesday by winning its 55th 
st/aight game, Coach Louis Orazio Jr. 
got a giant card from his wife Marcia 
that asked, ‘‘Have I cooked my last 10 
p.m:meal?”’ 

But after nine years of marriage to a 
coach who has reached his level of suc- 
cess by drilling his team for three hours, 
seven days a week, she should have 
known better than to ask. 

Although no records exist to prove it, 
Orazio, 29, may be the most successful 
coach in the history of the Babe Ruth 
baseball program, and he got there by 
driving his teams to the maximum effort 
that his father had taught him to exert 
when: he, too, played for GEAA.

‘“‘My father taught me about dedication 
and respect, to give it 200 per cent or get 
the hell! out,” he said. 

As a result of that philosophy, Orazio’s 
teams have won their league champion- 
ship 13 of the 14 years he has coached, 


| and GEAA just completed its third 


straight perfect season, extending a win- 


ning streak that began July 7, 1973. This 


year’s squad had a team batting average’ 
of .361 and outscored its opponents 170 to 
22 in 18 games. 

But it is a natural phenomenon of ath- 


_  letics that when any individual or team 


overachieves, others will find fault with 
the process that has resulted in the suc- 
cess. So Orazio has been accused of 


_ abusing his players, being a tyrant, flout- 


' ing the rules, using illegal equipment

and everything short of conspiracy to 
commit frustration by the other teams in 
the league. tae ey 

But the criticism, Orazio _ insists, 
comes from the parents and other 
coaches, not from the players:or parents 
of his own team members . 

“The kids come first, and the parents 
come second,’’ Orazio insists. The par- 
ents of his own players are a tightly knit 
group, and it is not recommended to 
speak poorly of Orazio within earshot of 


. his players or their parents. 


Orazio was a successful player in his 
own right, playing for his father on the 
GEAA team from 1961 to 1963: The all- 
time league records that he keeps. at 
home put him first in at bats and runs, 


third in runs batted in and fourth in hits ; 


for his Babe Ruth career. And when he 
left the team, he began coaching imme- 
diately with his father. | 
Lou Sr. said his son took an early in- 
terest in baseball. Even at the age of 
three, he said, “‘you’d give Lou_a ball, 
put up a basket, and he’d throw it at the 
basket.” The younger Orazio played

ball at Pittsfield High, where his father 
said Lou ‘‘was the best: bench warmer 
the basketball team had.” 

Now the two Orazio families share the 
same dwelling on Robbins Avenue, with 
Lou, Marcia and their huge dog and 
three cats at one address and Lou’s 
mother and father next door. Lou’s dog, 
which is large enough to look as comfort- 
able with a bridle as with a leash, exhib- 
its the same kind of loving obedience 
that Lou demands and expects from his 
players. 

“With 13- to 15-year-old players, if you 
don’t teach them they’re not going to get 
taught,” Orazio insists. ‘You never stop 
teaching them. You keep after them and 
they put out.’’ 

The coach demands from three to four 
hours of practice every day, and the 
rules include showing up for practice 15 
minutes before it is scheduled and not 
missing a game for any reason. Tardi- 
ness is often punished with a penalty of 
00 laps around the field. 

‘I get my point across early, and the 
older kids aren’t going to tell them, be- 
cause they’ve been through it,’ Orazio 
said. “‘At this age you’re no longer baby- 
ing them. 

“Some guys come to me and say, ‘We 
practiced more in the first week than in 
three years of Little League,’ ’’ Orazio 
said. 

But his players come back for more. 


Pet denial 


He said that on the rare occasion when a 
practice isn’t scheduled, the players call 
him to go out and work with them any- 
way. He said he started getting calls in 
March from players who wanted to get 
started with practice. 

Orazio maintains a policy of helping 
players from teams other than his own, 
and it once cost him a ball ‘game. He 
said a pitcher from an opposing team 
needed help with his delivery, and after 
Orazio had worked with him for several 
hours, the pitcher came back the next 
week to throw a:shutout against GEAA. 

Major leaguer Tom Grieve and minor 
leaguer Rick Lisi head a list of gradu- 
ates of GEAA teams. Orazio said that 
only ‘‘two or three” of his players over 
the years have failed to make at least a 
high school jayvee team. “If a kid has 
any future in baseball, we try to get it 
out of him,”’ Orazio said. 

But the coach also has demands. He 
doesn’t like players to miss games, even 
for vacations. When a player is absent, 
he is automatically out of the starting 
lineup for the: next game. The coach 
even has a word that strikes terror in 
the hearts of his players — Egremont. 

“Egremont is their punishment field,”’ 
Orazio said, meaning no offense to the 
school department and its maintenance 
crew. ‘‘When we go to Egremont, they 
don’t bring their gloves, they just run for 
four hours.”’ 


* * * * 


The coach has definite philosophies, 
however, that don’t fit in at all with his 
reputation for meanness. For one thing, 
if a player doesn’t get into a game, 
Orazio said it is a rule that the player 


will start the next game no matter what. . 


“That’s one thing my father made me 
promise,”’ Orazio said. 

One of Lou’s dreams is to extend his 
desire to coach baseball by landing a job 
as a local high school coach. He has no 
college degree, so he said he doesn’t hold 
much hope for that opportunity. Lou op- 
erates a fork-lift truck at-GE and has 
been there since getting out of the Army 
nine years ago. 

Baseball isn’t the only object of 

Orazio’s attention, either. He spends the 
winter supervising 160 teenagers in a 
youth bowling program. ‘‘When people 
ask me if I have kids, I tell them sure, I 
have 15 in the summer and 160 in the 
winter,’’ Orazio said. 
- Orazio’s wife said that she was not 
aware of what was in store wn 
married Lou. But he insists that there is 
at least one thing Marcia can’t complain 
about. 

‘She always knows where I am,’’ he 
said. And at 10 p.m. in the summer, he’l] 
be ready for supper.

“T didn’t think they'd pick any girls 
again this year,’ > she said last eve- 
ning while warming up with her Hurl- 
but teammates. 

This is the third year the Hous- 
atonic Street resident has tried out for 
the league,. but both other times-she 


was relegated to a» position in the 


farm leagues. 

This year it was different. 

‘‘T picked her because she’s good,”’ 
says her coach, Gary Heath. ‘‘She’s 
better than 70 per cent of the boys 
who tried out and I had five positions 
to fill this year.” 

“I’m very excited,’ said the 12- 
year-old Chris, who insists she hasn’t 
gotten any ‘“‘grief’ from her male 
teammates ori opponents. “They 
haven’t said anything to me and | 
don’t think they will.”’ 

One reason they probably won’t say 
anything, says her coach, is her per- 
formance on the field. In a scrim- 
mage last night, Chris started at 
shortstop. played errorless ball, and 
got a single and a walk in her times 
at bat. 

She blended in on the field with her 
teammates. her expression intense, 
her hands professionally on her knees 
while awaiting every pitch, an occa- 
sional pink. bubble protruding from 
between her lips. 

The absence of girls in the league 
last year angered several parents and 
struck many observers as unfair. A

farm league team with an all-female 
starting outfield won its division last 
year and the girls’ coach said at the 
time he thought they were talented 
enough to play with the guys. 

Chris was the only one of six girls 
who tried out this year to make the 
big leagues. The league filled 26 open 
slots. The selections are made by the 
league coaches in a draft session. The 
coaches make the picks after watch- 
ing four days of tryouts. 

“We don’t encourage or discourage 
girls.” says league commissioner V. 
Michael Sinacori. “Our charter says 
that girls can play. If they’re good 
enough to make the teams, then they 
play.”’ 

Yet the parents of girls who did not 
make the league think that a girl 


coaches on the subject of picking girls 
for their teams tend to back up the 
assertion. 

One coach, who steadfastly insisted 
on anonymity said: 

“T really can’t see picking a girl. I 
mean, sometimes I need to yell at my 
players, and I just can’t make myself 
yell at a little girl.”’ 

Two coaches said the problem of 
dealing with an injured girl player 
made them reluctant to have one on 


’ their team. 


“YT wouldn’t’ mind coaching a girl 
unless one got hurt,”’ said Chamber of 
Commerce coach Peter Curtin. “‘Let’s 
be really honest. Suppose one got hit 
right in the crotch. I know what to do 
if a guy gets hurt there; you loosen 
his belt and get him breathing. But 
what am I going to do with a girl?”’ 

Morart coach Joseph Eisenberg has 
similar reservations. “‘If.a girl and 
boy were equal, I’d' probably go with 
the boy. I mean, what would I do if a 
girl got hit below the belt or in the 
back. Boys I can take in the dugout 
and take care of them, loosen a belt 
or rub if the injury needs to be rub- 
bed. But what can I do with a girl? 
Girls have a place in the league, but 
maybe what we need Is a woman 
coach.”

Pittsfield South makes state final — 
with thrilling last-inning 3-2 win

DANVERS — The Pittsfield 
South Little League all-stars 
pushed across a run in the last 
half of the sixth inning here yes- 
terday afternoon to turn back 
Randolph South 3-2 and earn a 
spot in the state championship 
final, which is now set for Sun- 
day afternoon at 2.

Though obviously trying to win 
as hard as anyone, the local/

club showed it could have fun as 
well. The players were not pres- 
sured by either their coaches or 
their parents. Players and 
coaches alike were cheerful and 
fairly relaxed through most of 
the games. 

When Bristol lost, its fans re- 
acted as though the boys had 
betrayed them. When the Pitts- 
field players were defeated, 
their parents saw things in a 
better light — namely that the 
loss. was a tough one, but it also 
ended a great season that could 
not and should not be forgotten 
in one moment of defeat.
